Shortage of $100.000 Found 
After

fix the total levies at a joint session. 
it is not <|uit«* clear .just what me­ 
thod in* would propose for such 
a 
procedure, but none can be conceive« 
that would be workable. IUder 
th 
present law, tin* city council 
fixe.- 
the levy for «‘¡ties and 
the 
town 
board decides what the levy 
shall 
be in incorporated towns. Tin* town­ 
ship trustee and the advisory boar« 
determines the township levy and th« 
county commissioners and 
counci 
decide on the various county levies. 
How all these boards

teacher and this class was tin* only 
one he ever taught. He was later 
editor of the Rushville Jacksonian. 
Elijah llaeklenian was justice 
of 
the peace in 1855 and built an o f­ 
fice of round logs, just south of the 
John Davidson farm and here 
he 
taught a school for advanced pu ­ 
pils. 


He 
taught higher 
mathematics, 
geometry, trigonometry and survey­ 
ing— branches not taught 
in 
the 
township before— nor 
since. 


Isaac Fowler was another early 
teacher, who taught 
higher m athe­ 
matics. In a <*lass taught 
in 1831 
we 
find Elijah 
llaeklenian, Judge 
Gregg's children, Lewis Morris’ and 
Aimer Dillon— the best scholar 
in 
the class. 
John Wynn, an Englishman, had 
opened a school at Brookville 
for 
advanced scholars, 
and 
to 
this 
school, many pupils from the south­ 
eastern p a rt of the 
county 
were 
sent. Among those, 
who 
attended 
that school, were 
John H. Lines, 
Moses and John Portlock, who a f ­ 
terward taught 
school 
in 
Rush 
county. In 1826 Lines taught in the 
old Baptist church at

HER SWEETHEART SOUGHT 


Prairie Du Cliicn, Wis., Dw. 3— 


(U.R)—Inability of Dr. C. 11. Bunting, 
state ipathologist, to leave Madison, 
today caused a hurried change in 
plans to perform an autopsy on tin- 
body of Clara Olson, taken from 
a 


shallow grave 35 miles from 
here 


yesterday. 


Dr. Bunting notified local author- 


ities this morning 
that Madisou 


business prevented his leaving there. 


Immediately 
officials 
here 
an- 


nounced that they, would attempt to 
proceed with the autopsy at two o'- 
clock this afternoon, by employing 
local physicians. 


A superficial examination of 
tin- 


body revealed no"1 external wounds 
and poison is a theory. 


Already there is a warrant charg- 


ing Krdnian Olson, the girl's 18 year 
old sweetheart, with 
the murder. 


There is no relationship between tin- 
two. Enlmaii is alleged to have tak- 
en Clara away from 
her father's 


farm the night she left. 


Young Olson has 
been 
missing 


since Sept. 27, when In; left Gale 
College, at Galcsvillc, Wis., where 
he w;is a senior. He dropped from 
sight shortly after Chris Olson, the 
girl's father, visited the school and 
demanded to know the whereabouts 
of his daughter. He left a letter to 
his father which said "you'll never 
see me again unless it is in a cof- 
fin.'' 


Last Monday the father 
swore 


out a warrant 
charging 
Erdman 


with the murder, despite the 
fact 


that it was not known at this time 
that the girl was dead. 


Clara's father, .when he obtained 


the warrant, told authorities "I've 
seen Clara. She's dead. 'She's in a 
grave, buried on her fane, up near 
Rising Sun." 


Battle Ridge is only three

They are charg- 
ed with the murder of Mrs. Eleanor 
Mills, choir singer, who was fount! 
murdered with Mrs. Hall's husband, 
the Rev. W. Hall. 


Justice Charles W. 
Poker, in 


charging: the jurors, told them that 
to convict on crieumstantial evi- 
dence, on which the state built its 
case, the jury 
must 
decide that 


every other reasonable explanation 
of the crime was impossible. 


•Previously, Alexander 
Simpson, 


special prosecutor, in summing up 
liis case, had charged that the Ste- 
vens family wealth was used 
to 


pervert justice, and accused Mrs. 
Hall of being directly responsible 
for the crime. Mrs. Hall, 
he said, 


was motivated by rage at the love 
of her husband for Mrs. Mills. 


Justice Parker told the jury it 


could find a 
verdict of acquital, 


guilty of murder in the first or 
second degree or manslaughter. A 
verdict of murder in the first de- 
gree without 
recommendation 
of 


mercy i-arries a penalty, of death 
:>>- electrocution. The other charges 
•arry varying prison terms. 


"The duty to ascertain the facts 


is the jury's alone. Statements of 
the court are purely 
suggestions. 


Similarly, the statements of coun- 
sel .are of no importance 
whatso- 


ever. The case must be decided up- 
on evidence alone. 


The court then recited the axiom 


that the defendant is believed inno- 
;eut until proven guilty, and applied 
t to varying inferences drawn from 
:he same piece of 
circumstantial 


evidence. 


Justice Parker spoke 
of Willie 


Steven's disputed finger print. 


"If 
it is Stevens' print on the 


ailing card found near the body 


of the rector, then it is fair infer- 
ence lie handled the card, but not 
a conclusive one.v 


"These defendants are jointly in- 


licted," said Parker, "but 
there 


:nay be a separate verdict in 
the 


>ase of each one."

who talked of rainbows, the

lie enumerated many of the rain- 


bows after which humanity chases, 
only to find there is no pot of gold 
at the end, and then called attention 
to the rainbow where there really is 
a pot of gold. He emphasized that 
the spirit of helpfulness should pre- 
vail in all walks of life and that life 
would be better with this ideal pre- 
dominating. 


"If all the 
farmers of Indiana 


were organized as you are," said the 
speaker, "they would not have 
to 


ask for anything—all they - would 
have to do would be to demand 
it. 


Hut the trouble is that 
we can't 


stand together." 


"It's mighty easy to learn'', stat- 


ed the Uev. Air. Winfred, "and we 
can teach each other some "lessons if 
we will. 


"1 remember as a boy mother told 


me there was a pot of gold at 
the 


end of the rainbow and for a long 
time I thought my mother had not 
told me the truth. Now I know there 
is gold at the end of some rainbows, 
but you have to know your 
rain- 


bows. " 


Lirt-k is one rainbow at 
which 


there is no pot of gold, the speaker 
asserted, and "the other 
man's 


luck" is another. "Getting 
some- 


thing for nothing7' was still another 
valueless rainbow, he said. 


" There is no short cut to success " 


continued the minister. "Yon have to 
get into whatever you choose in life 
and stay with it. You have to 
be 


fair and square. No man can be a 
Christian unless he pays his honest 
debts." 


The rainbow that has a pot of gold 


at the. end,is plain, 
old-fashioned 


hard work, the speaker declared. 


"It is something this old 
world 


needs—hard 
work," he 
added. 


"Keep on doing your best and in. the 
end you will be rewarded. Yon may 
not be appreciated, but honest work 
has its just rewards." 


He asserted that the "finest life 


you can live is in the 
country 
in 


God's great outdoors." He 
quoted 


Henry Ward Beecher 
as saying, 


"God bless the man who was born in 
the country and has sense enough to 
slay there." 


"It is fine for your boys and your 


girls," the speaker continued, 
"Ho 


matter how well you try to train 
them, there are always influences to 
pull them the other way. I 
believe 


the boys and girls of today are just 


as fine as they were when you and I 
were young. The trouble is that we 
have shoved too much off on the 
schools." 


The speaker commented on the 


value of the farm bureau. 
"Under- 


neath it is the spirit of helpfulness" 
he added. "We need each other." 


In closing, he added a personal 


note by recalling that he had not 
been in Rush county- for more than 
twenty years. "As you study 
the 


great outdoors", he said, "think of 
its maker. Whatever you do, don't 
forget God." 


Mr. Thomas recalled, the 
time 


when, in 1!>14, he 
took 
fourteen 


Rush county boys to Purdue Univer- 
sity's short course for a week. They 
were prize winners in a corn grow- 
ing contest conducted by a local in- 
stitution with which he was connect- 
ed. Mr. Thomas said that he felt 
that for this reason he was qualified 
to speak to the farm bnrean. 


Mr. Thomas spoke briefly of 
the 


small island—36 by 100 miles—and 
showed the density of the population 
by pointing out that there were only 
50 people to the 
square mile in 


Rush county, whereas in Porto Rico 
there were 400 people -to the square 
mile. The island is only nine times 
as large as Rush county, yet has 1,- 
400,000 people. He said from 75 to 
80 percent of the people were rural 
so that they had a real agricultural 
problem there. 


Mr. Thomas commented on 
the 


work being done by his bank toward 
organizing the farmers, and ' said 
that he sent copies of legal newspa- 
pers giving accounts of Rush Coun- 
ty Farm Bureau 
activities to 
the 


commissioner of agriculture on the 
island, to show him what was being

asserted. 


•Organization is being started in a 


small way among the tobacco grow- 
ers, Mr. Thomas said, and the coffee 
men jare beginning to organize. 


"Porto Rico raises as fine eoffee 


as is raised anywhere," said Mr. 
Thomas, "but it is not sold in the 
United States. Yon buy your cheap 
coffee 'from Brazil." 


He told how the Brazil growers 


keep up the market on coffee 
by 


keeping the excess off the market. 


He related the battle the 
coffee 


growers had had to get a just share 
of the returns on their crop, be- 
cause they had been at the mercy of 
the coffee merchants 
for 
years. 


Through organization, they sold ov- 
er a million dollars worth of 
coffee 


off the island last year, Mr. Thom- 
as said. 


"But," continued Mr. Thomas,'' 


as is the case here, men. are con- 
stantly trying to undermine the or- 
ganization. " 


He said he was warned not 
to 


make loans to coffee growers, Hut 
since the bank had made loans, the 
land had increased 50 percent 
in 


value.
